It 
was not an uncommon thing for 
the rulers to send bands of aol- 
piers to them to keep the peace, 
and, possibly in some cases, see 
that the "oorrect doctrine," was 
vindicated. 

The Primitive Church, in the 
same circumstances would be no 
more peaceable than we are to- 
day. Men can not help appear- 
ing peaceable if they are driven 
into dens of the earth and among 
the rocks of the mountains, unless 
their purpose is to fight. 

The same carnal nature dwelt 
in man at all times, and to find a 
Christian age in which all pro- 
fessors were lambs, is a work 
that no material can be found to 
accomplish.

Bro. Liviogood is a prominent 
person in our church and we are 
glad lo have a free expression 
from him. But be has not said 
that he secretly opposes a conven- 
tion, although the readers would 
rather incline to that opinion. 

Bo tar as representatives are 
concerned, we tavor the principle 
that all members of the Brethren 
church who choose to come shall 
be representatives, and there are 
not many churches that would not 
be represented in this way. The 
purpose of the next Brethren Con- 
vention must not be to pass 
rules and regulations to enferce 
upon the Brotherhood, but to de- 
clare that sucb a thing shall nev- 
er be ; tor if such a door is open- 
ed, as brethren have said, there 
would be no telling' where the 
end would be, and the final result 
would be a repetition of the un 
pleasant events that are now 
consigned to the pages of history, 
which concern us. 

It is doubtful whether there 
ever will be a time when all the 
churches of the Brotherhood 
would send delegates to a con- 
vention. There is no power to 
compel them to doit; and even 
it tbey did send a delegate, the 
church doing so would be under 
no obligations t« accept the work 
of the convention unless it prov- 
ed to be just what the church au- 
thorized its delegate to support. 
Bo it is useless to go to much 
trouble to make a show of au- 
thority and obligation when 
there is neither a sword nor a 
document to support it. 

If we propose te be a congre- 
gational people, it is important 
that we at once go earnestly to 
work to learn the lesson that we 
have assigned tor ourselves ; that 
we may banish from our hearts 
the stiff episcopal form of govern- 
ment, which we seem inclined to 


cling to under the name of Con- 
gregational Government. 

A general conference can only 
preposa plans of work, and 
churches, under our existing and 
declared form of government, 
can adopt them or leave them 
alone as they see proper. 

One chief reason and cause we 
have for a convention is to ex- 
plode the opinion that we can't 
run the church with the congre 
gatienal system of government 
and we will soon fall into the 
same old rut. There are hundreds 
of sympathisers who are standing 
alooi from us who are waiting to 
see whether we will stand by our 
declared methods, who will work 
with us whenever they see that 
we mean what we say, and un- 
derstand what we mean ; and we 
do not censure them for holding 
to this opinion eo long as our 
own brethren are positive in 
their assertions that we could 
make nothing but a failnre of a 
Conference at this time. 

Now brethren you see that as 
soon as we correct the apprehen- 
sions and show toonr sympathiz- 
ers just where we are, and that 
we are not a set of starved wolves 
trying to eat one another up, 
our cause will be honored with 
double respect and receive val- 
uable support from quarters 
where there is now only doubt- 
ing. 

The Knight and the Day. 

One of the most beautiful met- 
aphors in the 8criptures is found 
in the last four verses of the 13th 
chapter of Romans. 

The apostle compares the state 
ot sin to a night, and the Chris- 
tian profession to the day ; and he 
admonishes the Roman brethren 
to cast off the works of darkness 
and put on the armor of light. 
"Let us walk honestly ;" says he, 
"not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wonten- 
oess, not in strife or envying." 
But, he admonishes them to put 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
make no provision for the flesh to 
fulfil the lusts thereof. 

The night is far speut, the 
day is at hand. Yes that is the 
state that Christian people are in. 
The day-irron"them, hot some of 
the works of dankuese continue 
with them. There are those who 
are dishonest ; there are those 
who are drunken ; there are those 
who are walking in strife; there 
are those who envy — all works of 
darkness, should be cast off 
as the slumber in sin becomes a 
matter of the past. 

It is high time to awake out 
of sleep. The approaching Day 
will soon settle upon all, and un- 
less the garment of righteousness 
is put on, the nakedness of sin 
will not be removed. How terri- 
ble it will be to appear before 
the terrible throne of judgment 
that the Lord will occupy, with 
the nakedness of sin. What 
piercing shame will cut into the 
soul of the creature who has not 
put on Christ. 

The Christian's life is hid with 
Christ in God, and there he shall 
find it after he is freed from the 
body. 

The armor of light is pleasant 
to bear. When the night is past, 
the sleep of sin should be ended. 
The Bon of Righteousness has 
arisen and he lighteth every man 
that cometh into the world. It 
is not only every man's privilege 
and opportunity, but his duty to 
put on the armor of light. Put 
upon himself the Lord Jesns 
Christ, which means to imitate 


bis character, and follow after 
the example of life that he set 
before men. There was no envy 
and strife associated with his life, 
while his every movement and 
act illuminated the crowds of 
people who gathered around 
him. 

May God assist all his humble 
followers to oast off the works of 
darkness and pnt on the armor 
of day and work diligently while 
the day lasts, and while salvation 
is drawing near.

Religious Intelligence. 

The Danish Hi bit: Society during the 
past year disposed of 4,711 copies of the 
Bible, At lite suggestion of thisSoct- 
ety, the Minister of (Julius, .Scavenum, 
has api Klin ted a commission to prepare 
a revision of tlie Danish translation of 
the New Testament, and under the 
chair man ship of to* bishop of .Seel and, 
some portions have already been revis- 
ed. 

The Russian Bishops in Siberia have 
held a Conference at Irkutsk, to consult 
upon energetic measures for the con- 
version of the heathen. 

The first Negro to be ordained in the 
Roman Catholic Church in this coun- 
try, Augustus Tolken, said his first 
Mass in Itome on Holy Saturday. He 
was born a slave, of Catholic parents, 
in Missouri, in 1864, and has spent six 
years in Horns studying. He istohave 
charge of a colored congregation in 
Quincy, 111. 

Four new churches are building at 
St. I'aul, Minn., at an expense of f 250,. ' 
000. 

There lias been a "split" in the ranks 
of the Salvation Army, and the new 
organization is know as The Rescue 
and Evangelization Mission. It prohi- 
bits military titles and uniforms among 
its members. 

A number of Chinese converts at 
Foochow have volunteered to go to 
Corea as missionaries. This is tlie lirst 
instance of a Chinaman leaving his own 
country to sptead Christianity abroad, 

Tlie Lutherans of this country, num- 
bering, according to Stall's ''Tear 
Book" M*;i,JiU members, are organized, 
except a few independent synods, into 
four general bodies, which are disting- 
uished from one another by a more or 
less rigid adherence to the confessional 
writings of the denomination.
